Two Important Committees Appoint- 
ed and Resolutions Adopted. 


NEW ORLEANS, December 10.—The Quar- 
antine Convention assembled this morning at 
10 o’clock and was called to order by Presi- 
dent Ketchum. On motion the resolutions 
pending when the convention adjourned last 
evening were laid on the table. 

Congressman-elect William R. Moore, of 
Memphis, offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint two com- 
mittces,co consist of seven members each,one 
committee to represent the Atlantic 
and Gulf States here represented, and one to 
represent the States of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi valleys, each committee to prepare a 
schedule of rules and regulations concerning 
those matters of quarantine sanitation which 
are common to the States of each region re- 
spectively, and which schedules shali be sub- 
mitted to each of such States for ratitication 
and adoption asthe basis of action for the 
protection of the publie health; no Stateto 
bave more than one representative on either 
of said committees. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of 
the General Government to de- 
fray the expenses of ali quarantine admin- 
istration of this eharacter, that is, which ex- 
tends beyond the boundaries of a single State, 
and said committee are hereby authorized 
and instructed to take the necessary steps to 
secure adequate appropriations by Congress 


for this purpose, such appropriations to be 
disbursed and expended in accordance with 
the usual Treasury regulations concerning 
disbursements and expenditures. 

Rgsolved, That the Chair be authorized to 
announce the members of the committees at 
any time within the next ten days.

Particulars of the Triple Murder by an 
illinois Lonétic. * 
Chester (Iul.) Cor. Chicago Times, 9. 


Last Friday Louis Tockstein, a man twen- 
ty-six years oid, a farmer li about a mile 
east of this city, showed signs of insanity and 
was broughtto town and 
safe keeping. Sunday his brother took him 
home. In the afternoon, when left u ded, 
he forced his sisters out into the yard, mak- 
ing them kneel down and pray, but was sur- 
prised by the returnofhis brother. After 
getting into the house he became violent, 
and had to be tied down. Monday he was 
delivered to the Sheriff, tried by the County 
Court, and ordered commitéed tothe Insane 
Asylum at Anna, III. He had to be heid un- 
til Tuesday noon for transportation. The 
Sheriff placed him in charge of James Waters 
and his brother, Louis Gerlach, locked in a 
room in the St. Chrles Hotel, on the ground 
floor. The prisoner wai very quiet through - 
out the. night and was awakened 
to wash for breakfast. Hegotup pleasantly 
and started to wash, when suddenly he 
ibrew the water into Gerlach’s face and 
jumped for the window. Waters caught hold 
of his coat, but did not succeed in holding 
him. He and Gerlach pursued him, but the 
maniac bounded over fences and ditches like 
a deer, and was soon out of sight. He ran 
west down a long, sloping hill. Atthe foot 
of the hill on alittle plat of ground stood the 
house of Thomas Ryan, a small one-story 
whitewashed house, about one hundred yards 
from any neighbors. The occupants on Tues- 
day morning were Thomas Ryan, an old man, 
weak and feeble, between 70 and 80 years 
of age, bis daughter, Mrs. Smith, about 35 
years old, Mrs. Smith’s daugbter Sarah,aged 
twelve, and Ryan’s grandson, Arthur Bardoff, 
ten years old. The maniac stopped on the 
hillside and took off bis boots. Then he jump- 
ed arail-fence and plunged bodily through the 
window, smashing the glass and sash. Over- 
turning the table, he rushed ioto the bed- 
room of old man Ryan and commenced to pull 
bim out of bed. he boy, who slept with his 
grandfather, woke up and crawled ever the 
foot of the bed, ran out-doors, and passed his 
aunt and cousin at the corner of the house, 
his aunt holding an ax in her hand. He kept 
runnio 
who astened to the scene, but too 
late. Ryan, the woman and little 
girl were weltering in their blood, great 
streams flowing from their heads and 
throats. The bead of the little gir: was cut 
entirely off. leaving the chin attached to the 
body, the head being carried away by the 
murderer. The neighbors were horrified and 
stood stunned upon viewing the remains, 
while the maniac bounded over the hills, 
swinging the bleeding head in defiance. 
Gaining the woods he weeny fy from view, 
tearine the clothing from his body and scat- 
tering the pieces as he ran. He cleared the 
woods and came out at the back of Dr. Gor- 
den’s premises. Leaping the fence he rush- 
ed into the kitchen stark naked, the child’s 
bead still in bis hands. The hired girl, Mary 
Hightcome, had just built the fire, when 
Tockstein struck her withthe head, knock- 
ing her down. He then rushed into the bed- 
room of Mrs. Edward Gordon, pulled her out 
of bed, and would have murdered her, but the 
screams of both women brought the hired man, 
Louis Hornbeck,to their assistance, who, after 
a desperate struggle, succeeded in downing 
Tockstein. Dr. Gordon and Hornbeck tied 
him securely with ropes. The madman strug- 
led desperately to get the head of little Sa- 
rah. saying it was his sister’s head, and he 
wantedit. lie was again remanded tothe 
care of the Sheriff, who has made avery bad 
start, this being the first act of his official 
career, #8 be was installed as Sheriff en Mon- 
day. The facts of the case have shown gross 
neglect on the part of all the officials connect- 
ed with it, in not confining this madman iu 
the jail. The Times reporter visited the scene 
soon after the murder, and viewed the bodies 
and the premises. Kyan’s body lav about ten 
feet from the corner of the house. To the 
rigbt lay the body of Mrs. Smith. About five 
feet on the other side of her lay little Sirah 
Smith, the head having been returned to the 
body. Tbe sight was horrible. Great 
pcols of blood saturated the ground in 
heaps of human gore. The gory ax, on 
which the bairs of the old, gray- headed man 
were still sticking, was there between the 
bodies, and the 2 dental plate knocked 
from the moutb of Mrs. Smith with her two 
teeth still attached. The ax showed ofthe 
vellow clay on the outside of the house. There 
were no signs of any struggle. They were 
killedonthe spot where they undoubtediy 
kneltto pray. The maniac, standing there 
with drawn ax, told them to make their peace 
with Almigbty God, and waited with bated 
breathfor them to sayamen, striking the 
map, woman and child almost simultaneous- 
ly. The blows of the ax were heard by the 
neighbors, like the dull thud of one hammer- 
ingleather. Inside the house everything was 
turned over—the table, chairs, lounge, and 
dishes being broken. The scene in the 
old man’s chamber, although no 
bloody marks were there, must have 
been terrible, as he struggled feebly to de- 
fend himself against the superhuman strength 
of the glaring-eyed maniac who forced him 
out and slaughtered him at his leisure. These 
people were in ordinary circumstances of life, 
and were much respected in this community. 
Tockstein, the murderer, was well educated, 
a single man of very fine appearance, of good 
address, and also without a blemish on his 
character. His mother died about two 
months ago, leaving himtosettle up the af- 
fairs of her estate. He also lately lost his 
farm through mortgages. Tothisis ascribed 
his insanity. During his flight through the 
woods he scattered money and notes es- 
timated by his brother at $400 in value. The 
bodies of the victims were buried to-day. 

IN THE ASYLUM. 

JACKSONVILLE, ILL., December 8.—Louis 
Tockstein, the crazy man who committed the 
triple murder near Chester, vesterday, was 
brought to this city to-day and placed inthe 
Oaklawn Asylum for treatment. He is a Bo- 
hemian, says he is thirty years of age, and 
belongs to the Catholic Chureh. He made 
no resistance to the officers here, and ap- 
peared quiet, but when conversed with 
seemed flighty. He tells different stories re- 
garding the murder. Jo one he stated that the 
heavens were on fire, bells were ringing, ail 
was excitement, and he saved the three from 
the flames, but did not murder them. To an- 
other he said he murdered the parties hecause 
alightfrom heaven told him to. To still 
another he stated that the three 
should beone, the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, and he had to murder them to make 
one. Hecomplains of a whirring sensation 
in the beck of his head and about his eyes. 
He seems frightened at times, and thinks he 
is pursued by persons who wantto kill him. 
He desires to be placed in some safe and 
quiet place, and then wants the friends of 
those he murdered to come and see him. He 
has not the appearance ofa vicious or bad 
man.

His occupatier,; he claims, was 
that of a professional singer. His voice has 
none ofthe well-known tones common among 
singers of the lower variety theaters.

New York’s Rich Men Who Live by 
_ Coupon Clipping. | 
New York Letterto the Buaafalo Courier. ° 

The men who dono work and yet live on 
the fat of the land are constantly increasing 
in New York. I do not refer to the clever fel- 
iows who pitch up all sorts of odds and ends 
by their wits, but to the bigh-toned idlers 
along Fifth avenue and thereabout, who toil 
not, neither do they spin, and yet dress in the 
best and fare sumptuously every day, chiefly 
attbe clubs. Most of them are the sons of 
men who laid up fortunes by just and hard 
work as any of cur busy merchants 
are doing now. The fortunes were 
put into real est t: or some other 
form of permanent investment, ard now 

ield handsome annual returns. We have 
andiords in New York whose rent rolls run 
from $30,000 to $50.000 a year, and in some 
cases to $100,000. These, I need hardly say, 
are exclusive of the Astors, Goelets and 
other heirsto enormous estates. We have 
scores of very rich men, besides, who made 
great fortunes in trade or speculation, and 
who rank as millionaires, though their names 
are not often seen in the papers. Asarule 
the sons of these magnates, of the first-class, 
and the second, have no inclination to work. 
It was enough fortheir fathers and grand- 
fathers to do that. What they live 
for is to have a good time—dress at 
the top of the fashion. drive fast horses, 
be bail fellow well met with the nabobs of 
the clubs, get invitations to stytish dinners 
and receptions, andina general way copy 
the manners and dress of the English aristoc- 
racy as closely as possible. A good deal has 
been said from time to time about the 
pers ofa privileged class in New York. 

he class isa very large one, and it includes 
another class, which may be called the com- 
munity of aristocratic idlers, As families 
acquire large wealth and set up in the fash- 
jonable worid, this class sonny increases. 
Our friends the communists dislike it greatly 
and would like to puli it down, but it keeps 
on growing and will continue to do so. Its 
existence is, no doubt. one of the inevitable 
consequences of the accumulation of meney 
in individual hands. 

It used to be a great thing to bea million- 
aire—that is, to be worth a million—but that 
was in the old-fashioned time before the 
war. Nowadays miilionaires are almost com- 
mon; you could hardly fre a gun on Fifth 
avenue without hitting one. The boss mill- 
ionalre, so to speak, is, of (course, Mr. Van- 
derbilt, who can count at least 5 100, 000, 000 
that is all bis owu. There was a time when 
this same Mr. Vanderbilt applied in vain to 
his father for afew hundred dollars to pay 
offamortgage on a farm he was working 
at Staten Island. Jay Gould is 
following bim up pretty fast. People are 
not in the habit of civiag Gould much cred- 
it for anything. but he is at least entitled to 
the credit of haying made all his money 
himseif. He is believed to be worth about 
$ 50,000,000 pow, and there are menin Wall 
street who believe be will yet overtake Van- 
derbilt. The recognized head of the Astor 
family is worth not less than - $30,000,000 
in his own right, and the aggregate wealth of 
the family, counting its several branches, 
would probably turn $100,000,000. James 
R. Keene, who came here from California 
not very long ago, 
teach Wall street some new 
tricks, is thought to be worth $10,000,000. Ex- 
Governor Morgan is considered good for the 
same amount. and has made most of it in Wall 
stieet since he retired from Albany. The 
tigure usually credited to William E. Dodge 
is $5,060,000.

Italian Colonization. 

From thle Pall Mall Gazette. 
Emigration as a national evil is sorely 
troubling Italian statesmen. Statistics prove 
to us that 1,168,000 emigrants left their over- 


tsxed country between 1868 and 1878, having 


previously obtained certificates from the Gov- 
ernment, whereas an unknown number an- 
nually depart without letting the Government 
know. And of all these it is estimated thai 
one-quarter go away with the determination 
never to return. The contadini leave in 
large numbers; of 20,000 emigrants registered 
in 1 878, 8,000 were contadini. The largest 
contingent is supplied by the province of 
Venice, the next Genoa, and the third by 
Lombardy, apparently in exact ratio to 
their former prosperity. Remedies are 
suggested from time to time. Statesmen talk 
of repopulating the wastes of Sardinia, but 
Sig. Minutelli, in a speech the other day, hit 
on a happier plan. Colonization, he said, 
under government superintendence, was the 
only remedy against this falling to pieces of 
the Italian uationality. Moreover,he argued, 
the colonists need not goto America or the 
Pacific Isles; forty-eight hours of sea voyage 
would deposit the emigrants on the“ Cyreni- 
aca,’’? so studded with the remains of Roman 
colonies. Furthermore, New Guinea, the 
basin of the Nyassa, andthe Zambesi terri- 
tory were within easier reach, and Liv- 
ingstone and Stanley, he concluded, both at- 
test to the fertility and salubrity of these un- 
known regions. 


Adulterated Wine. 
From the New York Sun. 


A trial of interest to people who drink Ger- 
man wine has just been concluded at Frei- 
burg, in Baden. The accused were the mem- 
Bers of the firm of Durlacher Brothers, in 
Kippenheim, a concern doing a very large 
business, and were — with adulterating 
or fabricating wine on a large scale. A great 
part of the wine sold, however, consisted, it 
has been now proved, of a mixture of water 
and spirits, which was poured upon raisins, 
allowed to stand for some time, then drained 
ofl and cleared, and finally mixed with a small 
When red wine 
was ordered the mixture was colored with 
some inferior Spanish or French wines; or, if 
a darker tint was wanted, with an extract of 
black elderberries. In five months the firm, 
it was proved, had purchased sufficient epir- 
its of wine for the manufactureof 655,000 
gallons of their wime,and enough tartaric 
acid for the fabrication of 494,000 gallons. The 
Court sentenced each of the prisoners to five 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of ja thou- 
sand marks.

FUR FASHIONS. 


The Cost of Fur Garments—How to 
Take Care of Them. 
Prom the Phitadelphia Times. 


Never at any time have furs found greater 
favor than this season, and dealers report an 
unusually brisk trade. Fur borders are 
among the most popular of trimmings, while 
seal sacques and fur-lined garments take 
precedence of all other wraps witk ladies who 
can sfford them. The most fashionable fur 
and the costliest. with the exce of the 
Russian sable, is the fine Shetland seal. A long 
sacque of this costs four or. five hundred dol- 
lars and is difficult to obtain even at that 
price. However, the best Alaska seal is 
pretty and fine enough to satisfy any ordina- 
ry woman, and an excellent sacque of this 
may be had for from $150 to $200. The 
Alaska seal is far more durable than its cost- 
ly cousin and will outlast it considerably. 
The borders seen on many sacques add much 
to the cost, a band of black marten being 
from $30 to $85, according to the width. 
Chinchilla ranges from $60 to $175; a bor’ 
der of sea etter costs from $100 to $150, while 
the stylish natural beaver 35 is added 
to a — ＋ for from 850 to $100. The Rus- 
sian sable is almost priceless, and a seal coat, 
with sable border, made last winter in this 
city for a lady of Massachusetts, cost $1,500, 
to which a small muff added $500 more, mak- 
ing the cost of the whole set $2,000. The 
price of a muff made to order this season by 
the same firm was $700, the fur being the 
cboice of ten thousand skins. 

Unless one is so wealthy as not to be obliged 
to consult first cost, it is a wise plan to buy a 
sacque without border. putting all your mon- 
ey in the wrap itself and have the border add- 
ed the next season. Long sacques are the 
choice, ranging from thirty-five to forty 
inches in length, while extralong garments 
made to order measure forty-eight inches or 
more. Paletots and pelisses are the novel- 
ties in the shape of these long cloaks. The 
graceful paletotisof slender shape, with 
large wide sleeves folded squarely upward 
from below, extending far behind to give a 
narrow back, and inserted high over the 
shoulder, giving large armholes that make 
this cloak as easily thrown off and on 
as a circular. The paletot buttons 
down the entire front, and 
bas a wide collar, cuffs and border of some 
rich fur with long fleece, such as black fox, 
beaver, otter, marten, or chinchilla. Such 
cloaks are lined with quilted seal brown sat- 
in and cost from 9635 to $450. The stylish pe- 
lisse of seal-skin is shaped precisely like the 
surtout now worn by ladies, and is what un- 
skilled chroniclers of fashion—men, proba- 
bly—ca)! a ‘‘a seal-skin dress.“ It is at once 
un overdress and cloak, requiring a very 
simple dress beneath it, and is especially 
complete when worn with a pelerine cape 
and great cuffs of natural brown beaver fur. 
It does not need a border of the fur; it is 
close-fitted to the waist, single-breasted, 
is fastened two-thirds of the way down the 
entire front and is left open behind from the 
waist line down the middle of the back. Ina 
well made seal coat the pile of the fur should 
run upward, so as to fall open slightiv when 
worn, Which gives a rich, velvety look to the 
fur. To test this turn the cloak bottom up- 
wards and notice the difference. 

In regard to the care of furs dealers say 
they must be keptin a cool,dry place and 
must not be dried by artificial heat after hav- 
ing been exposed to rain or snow. This is es- 
peciallv true of sealskin, which has its fine 
pile flattened, marked and matted when dried 
by a fire or by furnace heat. It should in- 
stead be exposed to the air of a cold room 
and should be well spread out when drying. 

Fur-lined cloaks come next to seal. In 
these there are many sbapes. The dolman, 
the Medici with its graceful sleeves, the La- 
bore and any number of circulars are shown. 
Brocaded and cisele velvets are the materials 
used for the most elegant of such wraps, 
while satin de Lyon, Sicilienne, 
armure silks and heavy gros-grains 
are the next choice. Ladies in deep mourn- 
ing buy cloaks of woolen armure, lusterless, 
and withouttrimming beyonda round collar 
of black fox or black hare. The squirrel lock 
fur formed of the breasts of the animal is 
choser as lining for heavy materials on ac- 
countof its lightness, but the dark fur formed 
ot the squirrel backs is richer and more dur- 
able. Acircular with lining in dark Siberian 
squirrel ranges from $89 to $150 without a 
border. A very oddlining is shown of the 
heads of the animal. tiny scraps of fine fur, 
deftly pieced together, ‘giving a peculiarly 
rich effect. 

The fashionable fur set of the seasen con- 
sists of a round collar or shoulder cape with 
muff to match. Such sets will be much worn 
this winter to complete the favorite walking 
dress of cloth or velvet. The small round 
collar, the medium large Eugenie collar, cut 
off square across the front, yet long enough 
te cover the ehest; the long, narrow echarpe, 
or scarf collar; the shorter victorine, and the 
large stylish pelerine, covering the shoulders 
nearly to the waist, like a coachman's cape, 
are the various styles seenin new fur sets. 
With many of these, wide square 
cuffs are worn that are merely wide borders 
of fur, not 11 %y and drawn in atthe wrists 
with elastic. like those formerly worn. The 
muffs remain very small, and, indeed, are 
smallerthan those of any previous winter, 
though a preference for larger muffs is noted 
in Europe. The round muff, without orna- 
ment, unless it be a border of another kind of 
fur, is sold by furriers instead of the flat bag- 
shaped muffs that modistes make of velvet, 
feathers, flowers and lace, while anovel shape 
is a fur reticule, with pockets. on both sides 
and ribbons to suspend it from the arm when 
notin active use. 


Dan Bryant’s Monument.

Of the many thousand pedestrains who 
daily pass up and down Broadway, probably 
few have cast more than a cursory glance at 
the tall elm standing at the corner of Wash- 
ington place, near the New York Hotel. But 
the old tree is an object of peculiar interest 
to theatrical men in this city.

HYPEMANIA. 


Paralysis and Lunacy Considered Sta. 
tistically—Inateresting Data. 
From the New York Times. 


Dr. Edward C. Spitzka’s recent »Pamphie 
on “Nervous and Mental Pathology” opens , 
region of research that is novel—tkhe compar. 
ative pathology of insanity as illustrated py 
the diferent races in the New York City 
Asylum for the Insane, and by their stat);. 
tics. The tables were supplied by Dr. Jame: 
G. Kiernan, whose long services as an interne 
at the institution render his figures particy. 
larly reliable, while the conclusions draw, 
from them are contributed by Dr. Spitzka 
himself, or purport to be his intellectual 
property. It would be difficult to speak in 
terms too high of the conscientious and pains- 
taking care with which the records of the 
asylum have been collated by Dr. Kiernan. 
The generalizations which Dr. Spitzka has 
based upon them are ingenious and brilliant, 
but will strike the medical reader, perbeps, 
as resting upon a foundation too limited, 
special and slender to be accepted with. 
out mapy reservations. Dr. Spitzk 
finds as 4 rimary con- 
clusion that melancholia (or, as he styled it, 
true bypemania,) is considerably more fre- 
quent among. our fereign-born than among 
our native insane population. Every 100 of 
the foreign-born insane embraces sixteen 
hypemaniacs, while for every 100 of the native 
insane the ratio is only eleven. At first glance 
one would be likely to dwell upon the home - 
sickness of the emigrant as a predisposing 
element in producing this preponderance of 
melancholia in the insane of the alien races, 
but Dr. Spitzka rejects this view of the ques- 
tion, and charges the predisposition to race 
bias rather than to change of surroundings. 
On the other hand, the paralytic insanities 
appear to be most frequent among the repre- 
sentatives of the Anglo-Saxon stock, and 
least so among the negroes, while the Ger- 
mans and Celts hold a middle position in that 
regard. Thetable he constructs from Dr. 
Kiernan’s data is as follows: 

Anglo-Saxons, paralytics per 100 
Celte, paralytics per 100 
Germavic race, paralytics per 100. 
Hebrews, paralytics per 100 
Negroes, paralytics per 100 5.82 
he average of paralytics to asylum pop - 
tion, embracing all the races represented, he 
finds to be 12.36, which, by reference to the 
preceding table, places the Anglo-Saxon ma- 
terialiy above, and the negro still more ma- 
teriallv below, the ratio drawnfrom a colla- 
tion of allthe figures without reference to 
race, Of all the races represented in this 
city, then, the Anglo Saxon, with his 
speculative business tendencies und 
his high intellectual development, is 
most liable to diseases of the paralytic type: 
but the Hebrew, who is equally active and 
enterprise ing, and values intellectual culture 
as highly, perhaps, enjoys a comparative im- 
mupity from paralysis, while the German, 
whois certainly not inferiorto the Anglo- 
Saxon in intellectual advancement. is less 
liable to the palsies than the Celt. Clearly, 
then, if these figures are reliable, inteilectua! 
exertion involves no tendency to diseases of 
the paralytic type, and the greater liability of 
the Arglo-Saxon must be asoribed to other 
causes—among them, estes = the hurry, 
restlessness and feverish anxiety of commer- 
cial and manufacturing pursuits. 


A Horse Thirty-Eight Years Old. 
From the Lancaster New Era. 

Martin Bickham, of Cwrnarvon Township, 
this county, prided himself—up to Tuesday 
last—on owning the oldest horse in the com- 
monwealth. Old Point was thirty-eight years 
and six months old,and after being on his feet 
and eating his food as usual, on the day of 
his death, laid down and died from paralysis. 
He was well-known throughout the country, 
and the following articie was published about 
him two years ago: Martin Bickham, of 
Cernarvon Township, this county, is the 
owner of a remarkable horse—perhaps 
the oldest in the State—having been thirty- 
six years old last spring.

He was 
known then as Silver Tail.’ 

In 1870 he trotted at the Park House, 
Reading, making bis mile in two minutes 
fifty seconds. Mr. B. does not work bim, but 
keeps bim for sbort drives, and he says none 
of the boasted three-minute horses can pass 
him for asbort drive. Lately, however, le is 
vicious at times, and kicked Mr. B. on the 
jaw, knocking him dowa. His owner is will: 
ing to trot him onahalf-mile track against 
any horse near his age in the country.”

Gov. BLACKBURN, of Kentucky, is build- 
ing up areputation as a humane man for 
the reason that he grants more pardons to 


land. He averages three pardons a day 
now. The Governor is not particularly 
large-hearted, He is compelled to exer- 
cise the pardoning power liberally in or- 
der to keep the penitentiary from over- 
flowing. This institution is notoriously 
the worst in the coumtry. It contains 
from 1,000 to 1,200 inmates all the vear 
round, which is ten per cent more than its 
capacity. It is a foul and pestilential 
place, and imprisonment there is but little 
better than a commitment to the Black 
Hole of Calcutta in the days of the 
Sepoy revolt. The death rate is larger 
than in any similar institution in the 
world. The State is out of debt and has 
money in the treasury, but the Legislature 
is always too mean to either build a new 
prison or to improve the old ome. As the 
courts keep on convicting-men and send- 
ing them to Frankfort, where there is no 
accommodation for them, Governor Black- 
burn bas nothing todo but to keep the 
pardon-mill grinding. That there is need 
of a wide exercise of the pardouing power 
in the State, the works of the courts at- 
test. Elijah Carter, a negro of Lexington, 
Kentucky, has just been convicted in the 
Circuit Court of the crime of stealing a 
few tame pigeons and has been sentenced 
to the State Prison for life. Unless the 
case is a very aggravated one, we think it 
would be no more than fair to pardon Mi- 
jah at the end of twenty-five years.

Interesting Interview With a Member of the 
Senate of New Mexico. 


Mr. W. T. Thornton, a member of the Ter- 
ritorial Senate of New Mexico, was met a few 
days ago at the Planters? House, and in con- 
versation with a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
gave some very interesting descriptions of 
matters and thingsinthe new Eldorado. In 
speaking of the people of the country, that is 
the natives, Mr. Thornton said: The In- 
dians, or Pueblo Indians as we call them, still 
adhere to the old traditions and customs of 
their race. It is generally believed that the old 
Fire Worshipers are extinct, and that 
their religious practices have been relegated 
by their descendants to the fergotten past. 
It is not so, and though the present Indians, 
offshoots of the Aztecs, have submitted to a 


great extent to the advance of civilization, 
they still adhere to a number of the prac- 
tices ot their predecessors.”’ 

How is that?’? asked the reporter. 

„They still have their fire worship, and 
jealously guard against intrusion upon their 
services. Though professediy Catholics, and 
I believe they are conscientious in their pro- 
fessions, the ancestral belief in the potency 
of fire isso engraftedin them thatall the 
persuasions and preachings of the Jesuits 


have not been able to completely 
eradicate it. I have seen their 
places designed for fire worship 


and been through them. They are houses 
duilt in the ground with a hole scooped out 
in the center in which the fire is kept con- 
stantly burning. The flame is kept alive to 
propitiate the god Montezuma, and, if it ever 
becomes extinguished, they believe that un- 
told misery will come upon them.“ 

„Have you seen these fires?’ 

„res! ButI never attended one of their 
services. Durmg the ceremony they 
place guards about the temple, and in- 
truders are vigilantly kept at a distance. They 
will willingly show you the place when ser- 
vice is not going on, but keep the ceremony 
religiously secret. The Pueblo Indians, or 
town Indians (Pueblo meaning town), area 


very good class of _ citizens. We 
have no better in the territory. 
They are industrious, self-supporting and 


strictly honest. You never hear of any 
depredations being committed by them.They 
are principally employed in agricultural 
pursuits or stock raising, and Many of them 
are owners of hundreds of sheep and cattle. 
Another good point about them is their 
virtue, and their strict adherence to their 
marital relations. I don’t believe I 
ever saw a haif breed Pueblo. 
They will occasionally permit intermarriage 
with a Mexican, but only when the Mexican 
renounces his race, becomes a member of 
their tribe, and adopts their manners and 
customs. They have a number of villages, 
the wealthiest of which is Isleta. The in- 
habitants are engaged principally in the cul- 
tivation of fruit. The village is situated 
some distance below Albuquerque, 
and contains the finest and Largest 
orchards and vineyards and the peuple gen- 
erally own more stock than their brethren 
elsewhere. <A French lady there buys most 
oftheir grapes and makes wine, which is 
very palatabie and of a good quality. The 
crops of the Rio Grande ripen some time in 
advance ofthose in the northera sections of 
the territory, anc long before apples and 
grapes are matured up our way Indians from 
the Rio Grande are traveling through the 
country with burros (small asses) la den with 
grapes, which they sell and exchange. It is 
nothing unusual to see two or three Indians, 
with a caravan of from forty to fifty burros, 
each carrying two large boxes of grapes, ap- 
ples or quinces. In the village 
of Toas there are about four hundrea 
Pueblos, who live in two houses. These 
houses are seven stories high and face each 
other. The houses there, you know,are built 


room. 


ina sort of pyramidal shape. They first 
' build one story, which contains only one 
On top of this one or two more rooms 
are erected, but smaller than the first. Then 
a third is placed over this and a fourth, each 
succeeding story being of smaller dimensions 
than the lower one, until the desired height 
is reached. There? are no doors to these 
houses, and an entrance is effected through 
the means of aladder. They climb up the 


ladder, and on reaching the top descend 
through a hole by another lad- 
der. always taking the outside 


ladders with them. But the chief points of 
bistorical interest in New Mexico are the de- 
serted villages. There are from fifteen to 
twenty of these existing. and no one appears 
to know the slightest thing concerning them. 
The houses are still standing, but are empty, 
and everywhere there are traces ofan extinct 
civilization. These places are erected on 
the same plan used at present and are com- 
posed of adobe or stone. 

„A queer circumstance in connection with 
these places is the fact that some of the vil- 
lages have no water within twenty miles of 
them. There are the remains of acequias, or 
ditches, used for irrigating purposes, and 
they show traces of science used in their con- 
struction. None of the rooms in the houses 
are more than six or eight feet square, and 
the stories not over six feet high. Tnis would 
indicate that the people who occupied 
them were not of largestature. The village 
of Pecos, which was deserted only about forty 
or fifty years ago, is surrounded by mystery, 
notwithstanding its comparative modern 
evacuation. The Indians are by no means 
communicative about matters closely con- 
cerning them, and are jealous of an inquisi- 
tive search into their affairs. 

„In Pecos there are the remains in perfect 
preservation of two solid rows of houses a 
quarter of a mile in length, every house 
three stories high.

When the Spaniards invaded Mexi- 
co, and Cortez and,his myrmidons massacred 
the Aztecs, this old chureh is said to have 
been standing. Tradition says that it was 
built prior to the year 1540, and that the con- 

uering Castilians entered it and ruthiessiy 
slaughtered on its altar Mouns, a young 
princess of the tribe, because she 
would not diselose the hiding place of 
her father, the chief, and where he had stor- 
ed his wealth. The old editice is now some- 
what crumbled and shows the inroads made 
by time upon the adobe with which it was 
built.

The establishment of a regular barge line be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City is no longer a 
question of doubt. The company has been 
formed. the money subscribed, the officers 
elected and a committee of the same are 
now in the city to purchase one 
feet and make arrangements for the building 
of anotber. The Missouri Valley Transp orta- 
tion Company was organized last Monday {in 
Kansas City. Stock tothe amount of $200,000 
was immediately taken by the leading -

Coats, Latsbaw and MacDonald arrived in the 
city yesterday morning and were oa Change 
during the morning session. Mr. Latshaw 
was met by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning and from him the facts here narrat- 
ed were obtained. He said the visit of the 
committee had been quite successful. The 
had consulted with the leading river men aa 
all were enthusiastic for the enterprise, al- 
though St. Louis will have no money invested 
in it. The total amouut necessary 
put the echeme into oper 
will be from $150,000 to $200,000, 
twice this amount can be easily obtained in 
Kansas. The committee have determined to 
buy one towboat and six barges and have an- 
other towboat and six barges constrypcted at 
once. These will cost about $130,000. A suit- 
able towboat for Missouri River navigation 
has been found in St. Louis, the Fearless, 
owned by Captain Poe. it had not been 

urcbased up to noon to-day, but undoubted- 
y will befere night. There are no barges here 
for sale suitable for the Missouri River trade, 
but there are eight overon the Onio River of 
which the committee bave heard, and these 
will be purchased bv letter after the return to 
Kansas City. The barge line will be started 
as soon as navigation opens. Capt. Poe, who 
was the first man to take a barge 
out of the Missouri River, saysthe enterprise 
is not problematical but certain of success. 
When the line was first talked ot last summer 
it was expected that St. Louis men would be 
asked to teke stock in it, but this, as already 
said, proved unnecessary. Eventually 
it may be necessary to many 
times increase the present capital of the com- 
pany, and then St. Louis will be invited to 
participate. The scheme is, however, ot 
nearly as much importance to St. Louts as to 
Kansas City. The same gentlemen who con- 
stitute the present visiting committee are also 
leaders in the movement for the improvement 
ot the Missouri River. Mr. Coats was 
President of thefMissouri River Improvement 
Convention, Which met in Kansas City in Oc- 
tober, and which was attended by many 
prominent St. Louisans. Mr. Latshaw says 
the idea is to first puta large line upon the 
Missouri River and develop the trade as much 
as possible. When it has 
been satisfactorily demonstrated what a great 
channel of commerce the Missouri can be 
made, then the Government will more easily 
be forced into contributing liberally to its im- 
provement. The committee will leave to- 
nigbt tor KansusCity. Mr. Latshaw said that 
the organization of the company was accom- 
shed so quſetiy and quickly that the Kansas 
Bit > newspapers had not yet written it up, 
cod that. therefore, the POST-DISPATCH woald 
be the first to make the details public.
